The 
household has made desperate efforts 


to conceal these faults and prevent a 
public scandal, but a portion of the 
truth has nevertheless leaked out in 
social circles here.

The Board 
will secure a commission of $1,800 on 
the sale of lots and this money will 
go into the treasury of the Board of 
Trade.
